REMARKS 

The present invention is directed to methods of increasing or diverting a pre-existing 
immune response in an individual by administering an immunity linker having binding sites that 
include polypeptides expressed by bacteriophages. After entry of the amendments, Claims 1-4, 
7, 10, 11, 13-16 and 18 remain pending in this application. Claim 18 was further amended to 
correct a typographical error. Claims 19 and 20 were not entered. No new matter has been 
added as a result of these amendments. Entry of these amendments is respectfully requested.
